2. Terminable Church Hevenuc — Mortgage Account — Land Annuities (Page 5): — Reduction of 
Under Section 26 (2) of the same Act the Irish Land Commissioners were authorised Annuities under 
to apply the principles of the 25th Section to the reduction of the annuities payable by 8,11118 Act - 
purchasers under the Irish Church Act, 1869. Some 1,200 annuities were thus dealt 

with during the year ending 31st March 1S98, and the annuities payable have been 
reduced from about 30,000/. to 19,000/. per annum. 


Expenditure. 

3. The interest on 1,000,000/. payable to the Intermediate Education Board has been Reduction in 
reduced from 3£ to 2$ per cent., and a similar reduction is in process of application to the Inte . rcst on Sundry 
interest on 950,000/. borrowed from the National Debt Commissioners for the purposes of Ca P ital Charges, 
the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882. 

4. Under the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act., 1890, interest amounting to Interest under Seed 

26/. 9s. 5d. has been charged to the Church Temporalities Fund on the outstanding Potatoes Supply 
balance of loan, 812/. 6s. 3a., still remaining due by the Belmullet Union. (Ireland) Act, 1890. 


Collection Account ( Page 19). 

5. I am able to report a steady diminution during the past few years in the arrears Arrears in the 
on the Collection Rentals. On the 31st March 1889 the aggregate arrears amounted to Collection Rentals. 
285,773/. 18a- , being 33-8 per cent, of the total sum receivable during the year then 
ending, whereas on the 31st March 1898 the arrears were reduced to 83,635/. 3s. 5 d. 
being 15'6 per cent, only of the total receivable. 


Capital liabilities in respect of Advances, §fc~{Page 20). 

6. The capital liabilities of the Irish Church Fund have, in the year to 31st March Reduction in 
1898, been reduced from 7,106,215/. 18*. If/, to 6,840,868/. 13s. 5d. These totals are Capital Liabilities, 
exclusive of the annuity of 20,000/. payable to the Royal University of Ireland. It will 
be seen from the statement that the amount due to the National Debt Commissioners on 
account of principal of the original loan of 9,000,000/. for carrying out the provisions of 
the Irish Church Acts was diminished during the year by the payment of 260,347/. 4s. 8 d., 
leaving a balance outstanding on 31st March 1898 of 814,368/. "13a\ 5d. 

The outstanding charge of 1 0,000/. under the Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883, has 
also been reduced by 5,000/., leaving a balance of 5,000/. due to the National Debt 
Commissioners at the close of the year.
